Tae seventh’ report of the Postmaster | 


General of Japan for: the fiscal year 
ended in June -last--a copy of which 
has been kindly forwarded to us. by the 
Japanese Consul—-is a striking evidence 
of the immense space that western civilisa- 
tion hes now placed between Japan and 
China. China does not yet possess a 
postal aystem worthy of the name j Japan, 
on the other hand, enjoys at the present 
time the benefits of a wide-spread and 
excellent organisation by means of which 
over forty-seven millions of letters, news- 
papers, and booka were distributed’ in 
the course of the year under review, aud 
8 profit was added to the publio revenue 
of forty-five thousand’ dollara, The 
Chinese postal service, if it may be 20 
termed, is probably not atthe present 
day ins much more effective condition 
than it was in the firet year of the 
Christian Era, for the” most atupendous 
work that has ever distinguished the 
Ohinese——the construction of the Great 
Wall-was completed in the third con- 
tury, and it may bo pretty safely 
inferred from this fact alone that the 
progress mado in facilitating the despatch 
of missives from one town to another 
throughout the Empire has been of 
the feebleat nature conceivable, In 
saying thia, we of course ‘refer to the 
hundreds of millions. of people forming 
the bulk of the population of China, and 
not to the few millions scattered in or 
near thé various Treaty Ports The 
Japanese have, within the last decade, 
established a postal system, which, -con- 
sidering the unavoidable absence of a 
net-work of railways and other improved 
facilities for communication, must be 
regarded as thoroughly efficient and -sa- 
tiafactory ; if the Chinese continue to 
progress at the rate they are at prosont 
going, their descendants may posaible 
enjoy'a postal service equal to. the’ one 
now flourishing in Japan within the 
next two or three centuries, - . 

A most unquestionable evidence of the 
satisfactory way in which the Japanese 
are now conducting their postal business 
is afforded by the fact that the British 
Government is contemplating the closing 
of its post offices in the country on the 
Ist April next, and handing the entire 
business over to the care of the Japan. 
ese, Instead of opposing this concession; 
the bulk of foreigners in the country 
appear inclined to welcome it, so great 
is their confidence that the whole postal 
work will be efficiently and creditably 
carried out by the native orgunisation 
under the guidance of a few foreign em- 
ployés, Side by side with these propozed 
changes may be placed the efforta which, 
itis said, are now being made by Mr 
Hart to place all the post offices in the 
Treaty Ports under one head, Postal

THE STRIKE OF THE A, 8. ‘N. CO.’S 
SEAMEN. 
(Sydney Morning Herald, Dec. 25.) 

The telegram in yesterday’s Herald, stat- 
ing that the direct boat trom Hongkong, 
with 350 Chinese. sailors and labourers tor 
the A.S.N, Compuny’s steamers, was at 
Townsville, excited much ¢omment amongst 
the men on strike. Tho authorities at the 
A. 8. .N. Company's offices were inclined to 
doubt that the steamer had arrived at 
Townsville, for the reason that she left 
Hongkong -on the 10th instant only, and 
must haye made a very quick passage to 
have reached Townsville on Mondsy.. ‘The 
steamer’s name is the' Mecca; and as she 
will come direct to Sydney from Townsville, 
|the Chinamen may bo expected to arrive 
here on Saturday or Sunday next, The 
steamers Queensland and Boomerang, at 
Brisbane, have been manned, with European 
crews, and wé are informed that whart 
labourers at Brisbane and at’ Rockhampton 
are abundant... On. the wharf here (in 
Sydney) the company has 60 men at work, 
and some old servauts of the company—not 
in any large number, however—have ex- 
ressed their willingness to return to their 
Baty if they are given their back pay. 
These men.are those who joined the strike 
ogainst their will, If the Chinamen who 
ore now on their way to Sydney are placed 
onboard the company’s boats, as the present 
intention of the directors indicates they will 
be, the whole of the fleet will be in full 
working order again within less than a 
fortnight. Yor the present, at least, there 
iy no scarcity of coal, as the Bulli Coal 
Company’s hulk with 1600‘tons on board 
is at the A. 8 N, Company's service, 
The Bulli coal niinera, however, have 
joined tho ‘strike.

THE BISHOP: OF MELBOURNE ON 
: CRICKET. 


Australian Eleven at the banquet given to 
.them in Melbourne, devolved on Bishop 
Moorhouse, who made the following excellent 
speech on that occasion, He said:—Mr 
Chiirman and gentlemen~-I ought.to, add 
-ladies also, because I see thore are. ladies in 
the galleries—I was told by the chairman 
just now that he was afraid hig Excellency 
the Governor had taken all the wind out. of 
my sails. (Laughter). In spite, however, 
ot the wind being out of my sails, I still accept, 
with a great, deul of pleasure, the task which 
the committee have entrusted to me to-night, 
(Cheera,). “I do so, first, because I have 
-always, been a lover, and in early days a 
| practiser, of the game of. cricket, (Cheers.) 
I think it is one of the noblest of our games, 
(Cheers.) In the first place, ifa man will 
{attain any proficiency at. cricket, ho must 
“keep a quick eye and a strong, free wrist, 


not do those things unless he has what is 
the grandest quality that lies at tho basis 
of a strong character—selfoontrol, (Loud 
cheers.) Again, unless a man is prepared 
to obey the commands of his captain, he 
will sot do much good in the field as a 
member of an eleven: and I believe when a 
man has learnéd'to ‘obey the commands of 
his captain, he will begin to entertain 
a very healthy contempt for that. spurious 
kind of liberty which consists simply 
in idle ond capricious self-will, (Loud 
cheers.) Again, I believe that the game 


to the great bane of all’ public sports— 
gambling—as any gamo can do. (Cheers.) 
‘The gambler likes to have a large margin 
of chance in any game he bets upon; and, 
besides, the vicious gambler likes to have 
the chance of foul play.’ Now, although it

Vor 
all thuse reasons 1 take a great interest in 
the good old game of cricket, But further, 
on this-occasion I demand—I do not think 
the word is a bit too strong—the admiration 
of these. colonies for the manner in which 
the Australian Eleyen have played that 
noble old-game. (Loud cheers.) 1 may say 
that I followed their course at first with 
almost as much anxiety as interest, be- 
cause, although I knew they had gone in- 


what temptations a peculiar mission like 
theirs would be surrounded with. (Cheers.) 
Therefore I had at first a certain amount 
of fear, but in a little time all my anxiety 
vanished, for I saw they were playing 
the game in a fine, free, open, generous 
manner. (Cheers.) They were taking no 
mean advantage; if they won they bore 
their victory, not with the stoiciam of the 
Indian, but with the modesty of the Chris- 
tian Nera word Ey if they lost 
they took their beating like men, and, 
instead of being cowed by it, they were only 
stimulated to further and better endeavor. 

In short, I venture to say 
their conduct was altogether admirable, and 
I believo the very best proof of that has 
been given by their haying won the admi- 
ation not merely of enemies—and-that is 
hard enough—but of beaten enemies—which 
is the hardest thing in the world. (Cheers.) 
And, gentlemen, 1 am going to advance a 
single step further—and I believe I shulloars 
ry you all with me—L am going to demand 
forthe cricketers who haye comeback to 
us, not only your admiration but your gratis 
tude..

‘TRAFFID IN MASSES.  ~ 

The Catholics and Liberals in the Bel- 
gian Ohamber of Represontatives* have 
begun a quarrel on & question which pro- 
foundly interests the whole Romish priest- 
hood, avd which has started a violent 
controversy in Franca and Italy as well as 
in-Belgium;—Referring to-a_larg 
which had been made to tke owé of » 
Belgian parish in order that he might say 
a certain number of masses for the tostu- 
tor's coul,-M. Bara, Minister’ of Justice in 
M. Frére-Orban’s Liberal Cabinet, announc- 
od. that he bad taken meaaurea to have this 
will quashed, and at the same time had 
issued a circular to the bishops calling thew 
attontion to the law passod in the Year X. 
(1801-2) to regulate the tariff of masses. 
This law, whioh Bonaparte helped to frame, 
was intended, like the Engligh statutes of 
mortmain, to preveat the ‘acquisition of 
property by the Church. It onacved that 
tho price of a masa should be 30 sous, 
and thot a ouré should only be allowed to 
accept payment for as many Massed ab he 
could reagunably be expected to say—t.e 
965, or one a day fora whole year. In caso 
a testator bequeathed to a curé® more 
money than. was. enough to pay for 865 
masses, the surplus was to be put st the 
disposal of the Minister of Publio Worship, 
who might employ a portion for the good 
of the Church in the parish to which the 
testator belonged, and the rest according to 
his discretion. ious’ people soon found 
means to evade this law by making dona- 
tions to the clorgy during their lifetime, or 
else by directing their heirs to have 80 
many masses said for them after their 
decease ; but by-and by the law itself fell 
into depuetude ; and sv long os priests did 
not receive too enormous legacies no one 
ventured to inquire whether they accepted 
payiment for more masses than they could 
erform. A curious scandal (as 1t must 
seem to the faithful) has resulted from this 
state of things, Jt has been computed that 
at least a hundred times more masses are 
paid for in France than the entire clergy of 
the country could celebrate. A priest must 
only offer up one mass a day—except on 
certain high festivals like Christmas and 
East:r, when he may perform two; 80 that 
even in the largest city churches, where 
more than & dozen vicaires, or ourates, are 
employed, and where there are a good 
number of side chapols, tweoty inasses are 
the greatest number that can be said in one 
day. What becomos, then, of tho money 
of pious testators and duuful heirs? M. 
Bara diso oged a little abuse not known to 
all re‘igious persons when he ited the caso 
of a mass agent.”—a kind of ecclesiastical 
commeroisl “wraveller—who was recently 
proved to have cleared in Paris no less a 
sum than 86,00U f, within three moaths, 
by contracting with the Parisian clergy to. 
baye masses said for them at half price or 
quarter price by tural priests. Ig, appears: 
that the clergy of large cities, unwilliug to 
deal badly with theix customers, take thelr 
money and then hand over half of it to an 
age.t who promises to have the masses said 
jn the country, ‘Tho city clergy thus ease 
thelr consciences frum all responsibility ; 
for the agent, who pookets a govd commis- 
ai.n, gives the fullest assurinces, that the 
holy work ordered of him shall be performed,

A plight inclination to ‘one side, a gentle 
push from the left foot, and the outer edge 
of the right skate holds the emoath {v0 8.

Lift the skate but | 
just above the ice-and put the other down 
as softly ae if treading on velvet 1 let there 
be no atamp: of the foot; no blow against 
the ioe, The perfection of the outer edge 
is the absence of effort ; it is motion in 
repose. That facility of falling which un- 
nerves the tyro--that sense of the skates 
slipping away from -under the foot, to be

is here the motive power, When skating 
in the ordinary way the tendency is to loan 
forward and to strike out with all tke 
vigour of the leg, “Herd the more upright 
your body, even sometimes with a tendenoy 
to lean. backwards, the faster and easier 
you go, Some iuvisible power seems: to 
uphold you and carry you away, Stroke 
after stroke, curve after curve, the skates 
glide withoutiseeming volition ; already tho 
old hatch which formed a seat while the 
straps were fastened is far behind; with 
increasing speed you pursue your way.
